CONTRACTORS have 
started to build Southend 
Council's first new house 
since 1989 and more could 
soon follow. 

The home will be a three 
bedroom, two-storey prop¬ 
erty with off-street parking. 

It is being built on a site 
behind 159 Bournemouth 


Park Road, in Southend. 

Essex-based company 
Kingdom Facilities & 
Construction won the con¬ 
tract to build the house 
which has been designed by 
architects A K Design. 

David Norman, councillor 
for adult social care, health 
and housing, said the coun¬ 


cil undertook a review of 
land owned by the authority 
as part of a commitment to 
provide affordable housing 
for residents. 

He said: “We very much 
need to increase the bor¬ 
ough’s affordable housing 
stock. 

“When this land behind 


Bournemouth Park Road 
was explored, it became 
clear that there was room to 
build a house there - 
Southend’s first new council 
residential property since 
1989. 

“We hope it will be com¬ 
pleted and handed over 
ready for people to move in 


to, by the end of this year.” 

He added: “We also hope 
this will be the first of many 
and are currently investigat¬ 
ing building more afford¬ 
able homes on Council- 
owned land at Ashanti 
Close, Bullock Road and 
Exeter Close in 
Shoeburyness.”

Rare albino lobster found 


VISITORS to the Sea Life 
Adventure might be pinching 
themselves when they spot a 
rare albino lobster there. 

The pearly white crustacean 
has just arrived at the attraction 
in Southend after being caught 
off of the Dorset coast. 

The lobster will now be used 
for educational purposes at the 
aquarium. 

Aquarist Amelie Brackin 
explained because of the rarity 
of the male albino lobster it 
would demonstrate to visitors 
the rich diversity and unique¬ 
ness of the creatures that live in 
the sea. 

She said: “As an educational 


example, we'll feature him in 
our talks about albinism and 
the effect it can have on a 
species. 

“Many people assume that 
lobsters are red as they only 
see them served on a plate. 

“They're intrigued when they 
see their true colour is actually 
dark blue but are even more 
fascinated to see a completely 
white one. 

“Although they are extremely 
rare, compared to normal lob¬ 
sters albinos are not impossible 
to find, albeit your chances are 
approximately a million to one. 

“Scientifically speaking, 
there may be some environ¬ 


mental factor that has 
increased albinism in lobsters, 
or a certain habitat condition 
that has allowed them to sur¬ 
vive longer on the west coast.” 
Albinism is caused by a lack of 
melanin, which means there is 
a lack of colour pigment. 

Amelie's colleague Jennifer 
Vowles explained that this adds 
to the uniqueness of the aquar¬ 
iums collection. 

She said: “We like to give a 
name to each new arrival and 
thought it would be fun to ask 
the public to help us.

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Last week, the YA revealed how an ambulance service budget freeze had resulted in delays to response times. But 
the Government’s response was to take away more funding. Reporter Charles Thomson investigates. 

Ambulance targets woe 


IN 2010, if your child fell over 
and snapped their leg, East of 
England Ambulance Service 
would have reached you in 
under 10 minutes. By July 
2014, the average wait was 
almost 25 minutes. 

Similarly, in 2010 an OAP 
who spilled a boiling kettle and 
suffered scalding would have 
been seen within 20 minutes. 
By July 2014, they would have 
been waiting almost 45 minutes. 

These shocking figures were 
revealed by the Yellow 
Advertiser last week. Perhaps 
most shocking was news that 
the service was breaching 
response targets for ‘immedi¬ 
ately life-threatening’ incidents 


every month. Guidance says at 
least 75 per cent of those inci¬ 
dents - dubbed ‘R2 calls’ - 
should be responded to within 
eight minutes. In May 2010, 
the average was around six 
minutes. By March 2014, the 
average response time was 
8m06s. In May, it was 8m 16s 
and by July it was 8m34s. 

Professor Lord Robert 
Winston expressed concern 
when he visited Basildon last 
week. 

He said: “Eight minutes 
might not seem that much 
longer than six minutes, but 
you try sitting with somebody 
who’s fitting, or bleeding, or 
hardly breathing, or in severe 


pain. It’s a very long time. A 
minute seems like an hour - 
and it’s the difference between 
life and death.” 

Asked why response times 
were consistently growing, the 
ambulance service said it had 
neither enough staff, nor ambu¬ 
lances. Demand for the service 
increased by roughly six per 
cent every year since 2010 - 
more than 25 per cent in the 
last four years. In the same 
period, its budget increased by 
0.6 per cent - in real terms, a 
significant cut. 

The cut has had serious reper¬ 
cussions. In April the YA 
reported more than a quarter of 
ambulance workers had taken 


time off due to stress, suffering 
palpitations, flashbacks, night¬ 
mares and depression. Union 
chiefs said the service was 
stretched to ‘breaking point’ 
and insufficient funding would 
lead to ‘dramatic’ conse¬ 
quences. 

Despite this, complaints 
about the service dropped by 
more than 30 per cent in the 
last financial year - while most 
ambulance services saw a rise. 
Compliments were up 16 per 
cent on the last year. 

Tory MP Stephen Metcalfe 
said the figures showed that 
despite difficult working con¬ 
ditions, paramedics had 
impressed the public. He said: 


“I think it’s a testament to the 
dedication and commitment of 
the staff and management of 
the service. The management 
team seem to have got to grips 
and delivered real improve¬ 
ments.” 

But in the same week it was 
revealed patient satisfaction 
was increasing, it was also 
announced the service was fac¬ 
ing hefty fines for slow 
response times. 

Clinical Commissioning 
Groups (CCGs) which fund the 
ambulance service said they 
were collectively withholding 
£300,000. If response times do 
not improve by the end of the 
year, the figure will rise to 


£1.5million, placing greater 
pressure on the struggling ser¬ 
vice. The money will be rein¬ 
vested into services but not 
necessarily into the ambulance 
service. 

Lord Winston said it was mad 
to fine a struggling service 
with problems that were a 
result of under-funding. 

He said: “The word, of 
course, is lunacy - and it’s dan¬ 
gerous lunacy. They are doing 
great damage to the service.” 

Stephen Metcalfe MP said he 
was glad the service would be 
given a chance to improve 
before all of the money was 
taken, but also questioned 
whether fines were sensible. 

He said: “If it 
involves financial 
penalties, it just exacer¬ 
bates the problem. I get 
that argument. It’s not 
helpful to take more 
money away when 
demand for the service 
is increasing.” 

Wendy Tankard, chief 
contracts officer at 
Ipswich and East 
Suffolk CCG, the lead 
group for the ambu¬ 
lance service, defended 
the penalty. She said: 
“It is our job, on behalf 
of the patients, to make 
sure that contracts are 
monitored rigorously 
and that we enforce 
nationally mandated 
contractual levers, as 
set out by the 
Department of Health. 

“We work in partner¬ 
ship with our providers 
to do all we can to sup¬ 
port them in all their 
work. In this case we 
have done just that.”

Don’t glorify 
the arms 
industry 

FOR the next four years the 
First World War will be used 
to promote militarism. 

I beleive that to glorify con¬ 
flict and justify military spend¬ 
ing is a deplorable legacy and 
betrayal of those who died. 

By the time of the Fisrt World 
War arms companies had 
already developed the charac¬ 
teristics that they have been 
criticised for ever since: corrup¬ 
tion, creating war scares and 
selling to both sides of conflict. 

Co-operation amongst compa¬ 
nies across national boundaries 
is not new. In 1901 Vickers 
gave a licence to German firm 
Krupp to make maxim guns, 
while in 1902 Krupp licenced 


Vickers to make their fuses. 
Vickers incorperated with 
Armstrong (now BAE 
Systems); both built a super 
dreadnought for the Ottoman 
Empire in 1911-1912. 

In 1913 the companies signed 
lucrative deals with the Turkish 
government to maitain two 
naval bases. No foreign work¬ 
ers, unless they were British, 
were allowed to be employed 
there. British workmen and 
technicians were thus unwit¬ 
tingly responsible for for the 
slaughter of British troops and 
our allies at the Dardanellas, 
Anzac Cove and Cape Hells. 

In the 1920's public ques¬ 
tioning of what war had 
achieved and opposition to the 
arms trade treachery was 
growing. By the time the 
Peace Ballet, organised by the 
League of Nations Union, 
took place in 1934, arms trade 
profiteering was considered to 
have been one of the causes of 
the war and 10 million out of 
the 11.25 million people 
polled voted to prohibit the 
private manufacture of arms. 

Arms companies exist to sell 
weapons, irrespective of national 
boundaries, and selling to both 
sides in confict has not abated 
since the First World War. 

The conflicts in Libya 2011, 
Arms from company, MBDA 
were used by Gadafi's forces, 


the rebels and the UK and 
French military. Arms compa¬ 
nies do not act in the national 
interest. 

Remembering people that 
opposed and later questioned 
the First World War and all 
wars since is as important as 
remembering those that died. 
People that teach the wrong 
lessons from wars from mis¬ 
guided or misleading proaganda 
can be excused but those that 
gain from the slaughter of wars 
are to be condemned as the 
inhumane traitors that they are.

Miner skirmish 


PRIDE (15,120 mins) 


T HEATRE director Matthew 
Warchus, who succeeds Kevin 
Spacey as artistic director of 
the Old Vic in London next year, will 
need to de-clutter his awards-laden 
mantelpiece. 

His second feature film is a barn¬ 
storming culture-clash comedy 
drama based on the inspirational 
true story of a group of gays and 
lesbians, who supported the miners 
during the 1984 strike and raised 
thousands of pounds for belea¬ 
guered communities, which dared to 
stand up to the Thatcher govern¬ 
ment. 

This uplifting story of solidarity in 
the face of adversity and police 
intimidation is an absolute joy; an 
unabashed, irresistible crowd-pleas- 
er in the magnificent mould of The 
Full Monty and Billy Elliot that rouses 
the audience to bellowing laughter 
while choking back a deluge of hot, 
salty tears. 

Pride embraces and subverts 
stereotypes, deftly weaving together 
stories of personal triumph and 
anguish as the spectre of Aids casts 
a long shadow over the gay com¬ 
munity. 

Mark Ashton (Ben Schnetzer) is 


the charismatic and outspoken 
leader of young, impassioned cam¬ 
paigners, who operate out of the 
Gay's The Word bookshop in 
London run by Gethin (Andrew 
Scott). 

Reading news stories about the 
miner's strike, Mark recognises a 
cause to champion. 

"Mining communities are being 
bullied just like we are," he tells his 
coterie comprising Mike (Joseph 
Gilgun), Jonathan (Dominic West), 
Jeff (Freddie Fox), Steph (Faye 
Marsay) and closeted new boy, Joe 
(George MacKay). 

They form LGSM - Lesbians and 
Gays Support the Miners - and rat¬ 
tle tins for a randomly selected 
Welsh community. 

Mining representative Dai (Paddy 
Considine) invites Mark and co to 
the Dulais Valley where committee 
members Hefina (Imelda Staunton), 
Cliff (Bill Nighy) and Sian (Jessica 
Gunning) embrace the fund-raisers 
with open arms. 

However, some of the locals are 
repulsed. 

"We're being backed up by per¬ 
verts," sneers homophobic mother 
Maureen (Lisa Palfrey), kindling con¬ 
flict between some of the neigh¬ 
bours and the LGSM. 


Pride is a life-affirming ode to toler¬ 
ance, acceptance and self-belief 
that defiantly lives up to its title, 
waving a flag for stellar home-grown 
filmmaking. 

Performances are exemplary, 
ignoring a few wobbles with the 
Welsh accents, including a fiery turn 
from Schnetzer as a fresh-faced 
trailblazer and sobs aplenty from 
Mackay as the catering student, 
who cannot conceal his sexuality 
forever. 

Scriptwriter Stephen Beresford 
strikes a perfect balance between 
hilarity and heartbreak, sharing pol¬ 
ished one-liners among the ensem¬ 
ble cast including Menna Trussler as 
a ducky old dear, who labours 
under the illusion that all lesbians 
are vegetarians. 

Warchus' film builds to a rousing 
crescendo that delivers a knock-out 
emotional wallop and opens the 
floodgates. 

As Frankie Goes To Hollywood pro¬ 
fessed during that turbulent summer 
of 1984: "When two tribes go to 
war/A point is all you can score." 

The characters in Pride score their 
points with unbridled passion and 
wit.

YA features reporter Liz Wade goes out and about with her boys 


A STAGGERING 4.5 million 
objects are housed in the 
world's leading museum of 
art and design in South 
Kensington, but don't worry about 
having to get round them all. 

Much of the collection can only 
be seen by appointment but there 
are still more than 226,000 items 
on display in this magnificent 
building in South Kensington. 

The museum, established in 
1852 to make works of art 
available to all and to inspire British 
designers and manufacturers, 
houses collections spanning more 
then 2,000 years of human 
creativity, in a wide range of 
mediums from paintings, 
sculptures and architecture, to 
theatre, photography and fashion. 

With 145 galleries covering seven 
miles, which contain items from 
across Europe, the Middle East, 
India, China, Japan and many 
other parts of the world, it is easy 
to see how the museum's 
buildings take up a 12 acre site 
that measures a third of a mile in 
circumference. 

The V&A gained its current name 
in 1899, when Queen Victoria laid 
the foundation stone of a new wing 
and renamed the museum in 
memory of her husband, Prince 
Albert, and such was the 


importance of its collections that 
during the blitz of the Second 
World War most of its items were 
sent to either a quarry in Wiltshire, 
to Montacute House in Somerset 
or to a tunnel near Aldwych tube 
station. Larger items remained at 
the museum, sand-bagged and 
bricked in but, remarkably, the 
building survived with only minor 
bomb damage. 

The collection also survived an 
earlier threat, made in 1913 by 
militant suffragettes to vandalise 
collections in public museums and 
galleries. While at first the museum 
considered banning women 
visitors, it instead decided to 
protect the collections by 
increasing visitor numbers. 

The tallest object in the museum's 
collection is the plaster cast of 
Trajan's Column, reproduced from 
the marble original in Rome, which 
would be too high at 35.6 metres 
tall, so is displayed in two separate 
towers, while one of the smallest 
objects is a Tudor pin measuring 
just 3cm long. 

It's most famous object is Tipu's 
Tiger - a life-size beast made of 
carved and painted wood, seen in 



the act of devouring a European 
man in the costume of the 1790s - 
inside which is concealed a 
mechanical pipe-organ that makes 
the tiger roar. 

As well as all this you can see 
collections of Western European 
Sculpture from the 4th to the end of 
the 19th century, including 
masterpieces from the Italian 
Renaissance; discover the story of 
furniture over the past 600 years in 
the Dr Susan Weber Gallery; glance 
upon the V&A's internationally 
renowned collection in The 


Photographs Gallery; and marvel at 
one of the finest and most 
comprehensive collections of 
jewellery in the world, from a great 
gold Celtic breastplate and 
pendants given by Elizabeth I to her 
courtiers, to animals made by 
Faberge and jewels created by 
Cartier. 

Alongside its permanent displays 
the museum - which has been 
undergoing a £150 million 
renovation programme including the 
introduction of newer galleries, 
gardens, shops and visitor facilities 


- also hosts temporary exhibitions. 
Current exhibitions include a display 
of wedding dresses dating from 
1775 to present times, which brings 
together couture and designer 
made wedding garments from key 
fashion designers including Charles 
James, Vivienne Westwood and 
Vera Wang, and Disobedient 
Objects showcasing collective 
creativity that defies standard 
definitions of art and design.

Landlord Question 


I have heard that tenancies are automatically assured shorthold tenancies (AST) and that a tenant is, therefore, 
entitled to a minimum term of at least six months. Suppose I rent my house out and there is a vacant gap of say 
three months between two long-term tenants which I would like to fill with a short three-month contract. Does this 
six-month minimum rule on ASTs mean that it is impossible for me to enforce a fixed three-month term for a 
short-term tenant? Other people have told me yes, which seems ridiculous! 


Think 


Answer 


Since 28 February 1997, all tenancies in England and Wales are automatically assured shorthold tenancies under 
section 19A of the Housing Act 1996 - unless the landlord specifically grants an assured tenancy in writing, which 
is a rare occurrence today. 

The AST will have a statutory minimum of six months security of tenure - whether the tenancy was granted 
verbally or in writing - because an order for possession cannot take effect earlier than six months after the 
beginning of the tenancy under section 21 (5) of the Housing Act 1988. 

There is nothing to prevent you from granting a short-term three-month tenancy to a tenant, If the tenant agrees to 
leave when the three-month fixed term ends, there is no problem. 

However, you will have a problem if the tenant refuses to leave by mutual surrender at the end of the three 
months. You would then have to gain possession though the court in order to evict the tenant and that would 
initially require service of a notice seeking possession under section 21 (1) (b) of the Housing Act 1988 within the 
fixed term, or a section 21 (4) notice if the fixed period has expired. 

You could then apply for a possession order as soon as the notice has expired, but the date for possession 
could be no earlier than six months after the start date of the tenancy. For example, if the tenancy commenced 1 
January, 2013, the earliest date that a court could order possession would be 30 June, 2013. 

You would not be able to install a new tenant into the accommodation until you have lawfully gained possession 
and evicted the previous tenant.

Q. I want to sell my house, but I understand 
there could be a problem, because of some 
alterations made some years ago, without 
getting the proper consents. What should I 
do? 

A. That rather depends on what you had done - in 
other words, whether it was the sort of work which 
only required building regs approval, or whether you should also have applied for 
planning permission. If the latter, then yes, you could have a major problem - not least 
since the purchaser’s surveyor will almost certainly raise the issue. Planning rules 
generally exist for a reason, and people flout or ignore them at their peril. Minor 
infringements may be overlooked, but at the other end of the scale it is not unknown for 
entire homes to be demolished if they were built without proper planning consent - not 
that I want to worry you! 

In the case of building regs, things are rather more straightforward, inasmuch as you can 
always apply for retrospective approval. However, there are a couple of catches. Firstly, 
your local authority will probably want to charge you fees several times higher than 
usual. Secondly, the alterations must conform to current building regs - not the ones in 
force when the work was actually done - and since these regs are constantly being 
updated, this could be a bit of a headache! 

All things considered, you are probably much better off taking out special insurance 
cover to indemnify a purchaser against any future problems over the lack of building 
regs approval. The likelihood of this happening is admittedly fairly slim - in practice, 
most councils won’t take action if the work is more than a year old, although they are 
perfectly within their rights to do so. Nevertheless, your purchaser (or rather, your 
purchaser’s solicitor) will probably insist upon you taking out this insurance, which your 
own solicitor can arrange. 

The good news is that, since the risk factor is fairly low, the cost of such cover is pretty 
reasonable, and normally involves just a single payment. One thing worth remembering, 
however: cover will probably be refused if you have already approached your local 
authority over the issue, since they will then have been alerted to a breach of the regs, 
which might make a claim more likely - and we all know how insurance companies hate 
claims. 

Meanwhile, don’t even get me started on Listed Buildings consent!

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Frontal assault from new Vito

LAST year Mercedes-Benz Vans 
celebrated its best year in the UK 
with 30,257 vehicles registered - a 
21 per cent increase on 2012 and 
also beating 2007’s previous 
record. 

One of its biggest sellers is the 
Vito mid-size load-shfter, the latest 
version of which has just been 
revealed. 

From skilled crafts and trades to 
retail, service providers, shuttle ser¬ 
vices and taxis the new Vito is a 
versatile piece of kit. 

With up to 1,369kg cargo capac¬ 
ity, it has the highest payload in its 
class and the Vito Crew featuring a 
crewcab combines the advantages 
of a panel van with those of a 
crewbus or courtesy vehicle. 

There are two versions available: 
the Vito Tourer Pro and the premi¬ 
um Vito Tourer Select. The Tourer 
can be tailored to accommodate 
all types of passenger transport. 

For the first time the Vito is being 
offered with front-wheel drive. 
Mercedes says that when empty or 
carrying only a light load, front- 
wheel drive offers better traction 
and reduces fuel consumption. 


It is fitted with a compact four- 
cylinder engine with a displace¬ 
ment of 1.6 litres and which is 
available in two power ratings, the 
Vito 109 CDI with 88bhp and the 


Vito 111 CDI with 114bhp. 

For shifting heavy loads or tow¬ 
ing a trailer, more power is need¬ 
ed so Mercedes is continuing with 
the rear-wheel drive Vito which 


comes with a 2.15-litre engine 
and a choice of three power levels 
the 114 CDI, 136bhp, 116 CDI, 
163bhp and Vito 119 BlueTEC at 
190bhp. 


Six-speed manual transmissions 
come as standard on the lower 
powered engines. The 7G-TRONIC 
PLUS automatic transmission with 
torque converter is optional for the 
Vito 114 CDI and Vito 116 CDI and 
standard equipment on the Vito 
119 BlueTEC 

Whatever engine the new Vito 
has long service intervals of up to 
25,000 miles or two years, and all 
models have had their fuel con¬ 
sumption reduced from the previ¬ 
ous Vito range. 

The suspension has also been 
improved with less taught springs 
and more sensitive shock 
absorbers. 

All versions are 140mm longer 
than the preceding Vito, mainly 
because of the extended front end 
to help protect pedestrians. 

The maximum vehicle height is 
1,910mm depending on the 
model. 

As a result the Vito is below the 
two-metre mark and can fit into 
standard multi-storey/under- 
ground car parks and automatic 
car washes.

SOUTHEND United’s winless run 
frustratingly stretched to five games 
as lowly Oxford United fought back 
to earn a share of the spoils in front 
of a disgruntled Roots Hall crowd. 

After witnessing a positive start to 
the campaign, there have been a few 
restless rumblings amongst the Blues 
faithful of late following a run which 
has seen Phil Brown’s men pick up 
just one point from three outings cou¬ 
pled with a frustrating exit from the 
Johnstone’s Paint Trophy. 

Meanwhile, Oxford United had 
endured a wretched start to the sea¬ 
son, with only a draw against 
Dagenham & Redbridge to show 
from five outings, thus finding 
themselves in the relegation zone, 
above only Accrington Stanley by 
virtue of a superior goal difference. 

Blues fans spirits were lifted by the 
inclusion of Jack Payne, the tenacious 
midfielder had grabbed a brace during 
the midweek cup tie at Wimbledon 
and it was he who was first to threat¬ 
en, drawing an unorthodox save from 
U’s keeper George Long, in a half that 
Southend went on to dominate. 

Soon after Long was in action 
again, this time comfortably fielding 
Ryan Leonard’s attempt, while Will 
Atkinson shot was deflected over 
after good work from Payne and 
Shaquile Coulthirst. 

Oxford were struggling to make 
any real headway as Blues continued 
to ask questions. Myles Weston’s curl¬ 
ing effort flew past an upright, then 


Coulthirst should have done better, 
heading straight at Long after skipper 
John White had picked him out. 

Soon after the home crowd were 
incensed after Payne appeared to be 
bundled over in the box by Johnny 
Mullins. However, referee Andy 
Davies was adamant that no foul had 
been committed. 

This seemed to disturb Southend 
who wobbled. Both Alex Jakubiak 
and Junior Brown fired into Daniel 
Bentley’s gloves, then sloppy 
defending almost let in Will 
Hoskins, but the Oxford striker was 
wayward after capitalising on a mix- 
up between Bentley and Adam 
Thompson. 

Oxford had found a foothold. 
Mullis’ header was rebuffed by 
Bentley, but if the visitors thought 
the tide was turning, they were soon 
in for a rude awakening. 

White and Weston fashioned an 
opportunity for Payne, and in turn 
the Blues starlet fired low past Long 
for his third goal in a week. Roots 
Hall came to life with Blues sensing 
their chance to kill the game. West¬ 
on was choked by some desperate 
defending after surging from deep, 
while Connor Clifford fired over as 
Southend finished the half strongly. 

But whatever was in the half time 
cuppa disagreed with the Blues. Pass¬ 
es started going astray. Substitute 
David Hunt caused uncertainty 
amongst the Blues rear-guard with a 
teasing centre, then Bentley produced 
two excellent reaction saves in within 
seconds to deny Danny Hylton. 

Oxford were now bossing pro¬ 
ceedings. Hoskins stuck over after 
spinning on the edge of the box, 
while the home fans anguish grew 
after manager Brown somewhat sur¬ 


prisingly withdrew the lively Payne 
in favour of David Worrall. 

Chances for Southend were now 
sporadic, Weston could only find the 
side netting after Coulthirst’s effort 
rebounded into his path. 

But the writing was on the wall 
when Luke Prosser was controver¬ 
sially adjudged to have tripped Hyl¬ 
ton and this time ref Davies had no 
hesitation in pointing to the spot, 
much to the anger of the Southend 
players and fans. 

Hylton took the kick himself, 
sending Bentley the wrong way to 
restore parity and spark delight 
amongst the raucous contingent who 
had made the trip from Oxford. 

Blues looked for an immediate 
response. Clifford shot over after 
Weston and Worrall had done the 
donkey work, while Worrall fired 
agonisingly across the face of goal 
after Ben Coker had picked him out. 

The teams continued to toil, but 
even with a mammoth eight minutes 
stoppage time, neither team could 
produce a decisive goal. The whistle 
drew a chorus of booing from the 
home crowd who were perplexed as 
to how their charges could produce 
such contrasting performances in 
each half. 

After the game Blue boss Phil 
Brown said: “I think it was a great 
point - to tell you the truth. At the 
end of the second-half Oxford were 
way the better team. They were get¬ 
ting on to things more than we did. 

“We had a game plan and we got 
to half-time one-nil up - and then for 
some unknown reason Oxford came 
out with nothing else to lose, chas¬ 
ing the game. We stopped playing 
and they came to the party.” 

Brown was unhappy at Oxford's 


penalty: “Jack Payne goes down in the 
first-half with what appears to be a 
soft penalty - and they do the same in 
the second-half. Their lad has admit¬ 
ted that he has just gone down and he 
puts the ball in the back of the net. 

“We didn't perform in the second- 
half - but the bottom line is we got a 
point out of the game.” 

Blues Stopper Adam Thompson 
added: “First-half we played really 
well and could have put the game to 
bed. But, it's a cliche as it was a 
game of two halves and they came 
out and played well. 

“There was a question whether it 
was a penalty. I thought their player 
dived and he has apologised to Luke 
Prosser. 

“At the moment I don't think 
things are going for us - but if we 
keep going we will get results.” 

Oxford gaffer Michael Appleton 
admitted: “I gave the players a few 
home truths at half-time. The sec¬ 
ond-half was as good as I have seen 
since I have been at the club - better 
than when we played West Brom and 
Bristol City. The players got their 
just rewards in the end, but I feel 
we’re a little hard done by in not 
winning the game.” 

Southend United will look for a 
return to winning ways when they 
entertain Portsmouth at Roots Hall 
on Saturday - kick-off 3pm.

All carers receive a generous allowance to cover the expenses for 
each child placed with them, they also have the support of their 
own Supervising Social Worker as well as 24 hour support from 
the fostering team 


Don't let misconceptions 
put you off.

"I am too old the foster" 

FALSE 

There is no upper age limit. As long as you are fit 
and able to look after the children in your care, you 
may find that the life experience that you have had is 
invaluable. Lots of our foster carers have grown up 
children of their own and only now have the time to 
dedicate to foster care. 


"I can not foster, I am single" 

FALSE 

You can foster if you are single, lots of people raise 
families on their own so why should fostering be any 
different? We have single carers who are very capable. 


"I can not foster I am homosexual" 

FALSE 

It doesn't matter if you are in same sex relationships, 
heterosexual, divorced or single. What matters is that 
you have the love and attention to give to a child or 
young person.

Could You Foster and What Would 
You Need? 

We welcome enquiries from all members of 
society over the age of 21 regardless of your ethnic 
background, employment status, marital status 
or sexual orientation. 

All we ask initially is that you have a spare room, 
care about young people and are prepared to 
help them through a difficult time in their lives. 

What does a foster carer need? 

Apart from a spare room, you will need time, 
patience, tolerance, energy and a sense of 
humour and a keen desire to learn new skills. 

You will need to be able to work a variety of 
professionals involved in a child's life and be able 
to make sure that the child's voice is heard. 


Are there different kinds of fostering? 

There are a number of different specific needs in 
fostering and these include: 

• Short Term, which can be anything from a few days to 24 
months or more. 

• Long Term, if a child on a short term placement needs to 
stay in foster care long term then their carer will be asked 
if they wish to be long term linked with that child to give 
them stability and peace of mind. 

• Short Break, offering regular support to a specific family 
with a child who has special needs. 

• Remand Foster Care, taking a teenager who may be on a 
court order or 'tagged'. 

• Supported Lodging, helping a young person aged 16 or 
over move onto independent living by 'renting' a room in 
your house.
